Tacitus. The Inftitution of planting Colonies, 
was of greater Benefit to the Publick, than tranfplant- 
ing the Inhabitants of the conquered Cities to Rome : 
A Method that ferved only to increafe the Numbefs 
of their Citizens, which the other did more effeétu- 
ally, by providing a larger Subfiftance for them; not 
to repeat the other Advantages of Colonies, which 
were all wanting in this Inftitution. The pro- 
digious Increafe of their Inhabitants enabled the 
Romans to plant fuch a Barrier of Celonies on the 
Frontiers, as more effeétually maintained all their 
Conquefts, than treble the Number of Garifons could 
have done; which being compofed of regular Forces, 
kept up in conftant Difcipline and Pay, would have 
confumed their People, created avait Charge, ahd 
certainly have deftroyed their Liberties: Whereas 
their Colonies ftill retained their Reverence to their 
Mother City, and were the only Support of the 
Roman State, when they were funk by fo many Lofles 
in the fecond Punick War.

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Yefterday arrived a Mail from France. 


HE Letters from the Rhine of the isth N.S. 
fay, that the Marfhal de Coigny has removed 
his head Quarters fomewhat nearer to Worms; but his 
On the 11th there 
was a triple Salvo of all the fmall Arms in the Army, 
for the taking of Mirandola. ‘The Imperialifts continue 
alfo in the fame Pofts. The Countde Neffelroth, Com- 
miflary-General of War, fet out about a Week ago for 
Vienna, and carries with him to the Emperor the feve- 
ral Projects that are upon the Carpet for putting a good 
End to the Campaign upon the Rhine ; and as the Sen- 
timents of the Generals are divided, we cannot tell 
what will be the Emperor’s Refokution, till the Count’s 
Return. The Deputies of the affociated Circles are to 
aflemble the 28th Inftant, to regulate the Winter 
Quarters. "Tis faid the Ruflians are to have theirs 
along the Rhine, and that they are to lie all the Winter 
in Barracks. ‘The Report that Prince Eugene is to fet 
out very foon for Vienna, or Hanover, has had fuch 
an Effect upon the Soldiery, that the laft Time he went 
to vifit the new Pofts he has eftablifhed upon the 
Rhine, the Imperialifts, to fhew their Love to him, 
cried out, Long Life to our worthy Father ; and may he 
never forfake us. There is fo little Appearance of 
Count Konigiegg’s Return to Tyrol, according to Let- 
ters of the 7th from Vienna, that he has fent to his 
Countefs, who ftaid behind in the Country of Trent, 
to come tohim. Prince William of Hefle-Caffel, who 
arrived on the 10th Inftant at Frankfort, fet out on the 
12th for Heidelberg, to join Prince Eugene. 

Letters of the 7th Inftant from the Court at Vienna, 
fay, they have received Advices of the 15th of Augutt, 
from M. Tahlman, their Minifier at Conftantinople, 
that M. Siedniecky, whom King Staniilaus had fent to 
the Porte, with the Character of his Minifter, and who 
afterwards owned King Avguftus [I]. going to prefent 
his new Credentials in that Quality to the ‘lurkith Mi- 
nilters, the latter, after reproaching him for a Traitor, 
put bim immediately into a Cart, and fent him Prifoner 
to the Caille of Adrianople, without any Regard to the 
Proteft made againft it by the Imperial Miniter Tahl- 

an. 

r All the News from Poland, and all that can be ex- 
pected from thence at prefent, relates to the Proceed- 


ings of the Petty Dyets, both in Poland:and in Polith 
Pruflia. It appears by Letters of the oth Inftant, N. 
S. from Dantzick, that feveral of them have fuffered 
from the Animofity which the Roman Catholicks have 
difcovered againft the Proteftants. Their indifcreet 
Zeal has flamed out moft in the Dyet of Great Poland 
at Szreda, where they would not admit the Protettants 
among them as ufual, infomuch that it was in vain for 
the latter to plead a Right founded upon long Poflef- 
fion, and upon the Laws of the Kingdom ; for they 
were called Hereticks and Se@aries, and threatened to 
be treated as the Arians were heretofore. Some of the 
Roman Catholick Members of this Dyet indeed, who 
Were more wife and folid than the reft, offer’d to {peal 
in favour of the Nonconformifls, that they might be 
allowed the Enjoyment of their Rights; but as foon 
as it was perceived that they were going to efpoufe the 
Proteftant Party, they wera branded with the Cry of 
falfe Brothers, and Favourers of Here, ‘The Noncon- 
formilts, rather than their Prefence fhould create any 
"Difturbance, withdrew out of the Aflembly, protetting 
againit the Injuftice and the Violence done to them. In 
a well regulated Dyet fuch a Proceeding would have 
put an immediate Stop to their Debates ; but it was 
quite otherwife in the Dyet of Szreda ; the mot paffio- 
nate of the Deputies looked upon the Departure of the 
Nonconformifts as what would favour their future De- 
liberations, sand obliged the ocher Members to be of 
their Opinion, and to vote for 12 Roman Catholiclc 
Deputies, who were accordingly elected to aflift in the 
General Dyet of the Kingdom ; whereas, according to 
conflant Cuftom, one half of them fhould have been 
Proteitants. Moft of the other Dyets where there 
were Nonconformifts, have been held with more Mode- 
ration. : 

"Tis obferved of King Auguftus, that he gives free 
Leave to the Nobility to go where they lift; and he 
has declared more than once, that their Attachment 
gave him no farther Pleafere than as it was fincere and 
not forced; and that be preferred a {mall Number of true 
friends toa greater Number that were only attached ta him 
in Appearance. His Majelty has given an Ipftanee that 
fuch are his Sentiments, by his Conduét to the Palati« 
nefs of Lublin, whofe Husband, the Count de Tarlo, 
is with King Stanifiaus at Koningsberg. ‘This Lady 
being at the Queen’s Drawing-room, and the King 
asking her if fhe propofed to flay leng at Warfaw? the 
made An{wer, that the intended to fet out in 4 or 5 
Days to fee her Brother the Count Branicki at Bialaf- 
tock ; upon which the King replied, with a great deal 
of good Nature, You may go, Madam, where you please, 
I «will not confine you. You are as free to go to hialaftock, 
as to Koningsherg, and will be equally welcome, either to 
9 £0 your Spoufe, or to flay at my Court. I defire nothing 
but what comes chearfully. 

Letters of the 13th from Hanover fay, that the Day 
before M. Ghrone, the Minifter of the new Duke of 
Brunfwick Wolfembuttle, notified the Death of the 
late Duke his Father, to the King of Great Britain, - 
and his own Acceflion to the Regency ; adding, that 
his Mafter came to Brunfwick the ‘Thurfday before, 
from the Army on the Rhine, having rode Poft all the 
Way. M.d’Aylva, the Prince of Orange’s Mafter of 
the Horfe, returned the fame Day from Zell, where he 
had been to fee his Majetty’s magnificent hunting Equi- 
page. We are aflured he has had a very favourable 
Aniwer from the King, with Regard to the Orders he 
came hither t6 “execute, relating to the Sacceffion of 
Siegen. ’Tis added, that before his Majefty fets out 
for England, all his Officers and Dometticks at this 
Court are to {wear Allegiance to him. 

Leghorn, Sept. 6. On the 3d the Duke de Montemar 
fet out again for the Army, after having ordered 10 
Battalions to march thro’ Pontre Molo, and 120 Pieces 
of Battering Cannon and 40 Mortars to be drawn thro” 
the Bolognefe. ‘The Perfon that undertakes to carry 
this Artillery, has engaged to deliver it at the Po by 
the 25th Inflant on the Forfeitsre of a confiderable 
Sum of Money. ‘Twelve hundred Men of the Garifon 
of Mirandola are to be forthwith put on beard Tranf. 
ports for Spain. More Troops are ftill expeéted in 
Lombardy from Sicily, befides a Regiment of Horfe, 

one of Dragoons, and two Battalions of Miquelets, 
which are to be embark’d at Barcelona.

‘The Troops which laid Siege to Mirandola, 
are alfo marched for the Mantuan. ‘Ihe Army of Ob- 
fervation is on the March in three Columns ; the French 
‘Yroops form the Right Wing, the Piedmontefe the 
Left, and the Spaniards the Centre, [t was not yet 
determined, whether tis Army 1s to pafs the Adige, 
in order to be Mailer of the Lake. e Garda, or whe- 
ther it is to halt m the otate o!

ene Sept. 17. N.S. Letters from Caftiglione del

had judged neceflary to iflue for the l'roops of the Al- 
lies to advance to the Adige, and pofleis themfelves of 
feveral Pofls on that River. ‘The Imperialiits in the 
Tyrol feeming, by their Preparations and Mouons, to 
defien to march back into Italy, as toon as Count Ko- 
nigiegg fhall return from Vienna, the King of Sardi- 
nia, andthe Marthal de Noailles had determined to be 
near at hand, to oppofc that Deiign ; accordingly mott 
of the Troops of the Allies held theméfelves in Readi 
nefs to march; and thofe which werz cantoned at the 
greateft Diftance, were to Feccive their Orders on the 
6th. Inthe mean time the Marquis de Maillebois, 
with the Body he commands, marches agtually on the 
cth, was to reach Matingo the next Day, and from 
thence was to advance, with feveral Detachments that 
were to join him in his March, to Guflolingo, while 
other Forces fecured divers Pofts, which the Enemy 
might~otherwile feize. The Armies on the Rhine 
have not yet put theinfelves in Motion on either Side, 
for any Enterprize of Confequence. — 

A Pamphlet is lately publifhed in Holland which 
confifts of 20 Pages in Quarto, and is entitled, An 
Examen of a Problem, whether the Balance of Power in 
Europe is more in Danger from Ruffia, than from France. 
Without entering into the Views of the Author, we 
will juft take Notice of a very remarkable Pafiage in it 
with regard to Rujia. 

‘ God forbid, /ays the Author, that I thould envy the 
« Roflians the Happinefs of having enjoy’d, and of 
* ftill enjoying Sovereigns, Who with Succefs not in- 
* ferior to the Glory ef the Undertaking, have la- 
* boured gradually to difpel the Remains of that Bar- 
* barifm to which that Nation was formerly fubject. 
* The Forces of Ruffia increafe in Proportion to the 
* Progrefs made there by the Arts and Sciences, and 
¢ Commerce. The Cafe is not the fame with a Peo- 
* ple, who are but juft acquainted with thofe Sinews of 
« Government, as it is with thofe to whom they have 
* been known time out of Mind. Among the latter, 
€ Commerce makes little or no Progrefs, but continues 
€ much in the fame State. ‘Their Forces will hardly 
¢ admit of an Augmentation ; and the Cafe is the fame 
« there with Arts and Sciences, for let new Difcoveries 
* be made every Day, thofe States which had been 
* civiliz'd for along ‘Time, cannot at firft reapany great 
¢ Advanges from them. It will be faid, perhaps, that 
* theR s by being civiliz’d, acquire nothing more 
¢ than what the other Nations of Europe have already. 
« This is truce: But have all the Nations the fame Re- 
* fources for muluplying thofe Advantages which fo 
¢ vait a Country as Ruflia has? The latter, by a Com- 
* merce which extends as far asChina, may with Eafe, 
¢ and in much lefs Time, procure thofe Merchan- 
« dizes which other Nations bring Home from the 
¢ Eaft, after tedious and expenfive Voyages. May not 
* fach a Commerce flourifh to a greater Degree than 
* that of any other Nation? A Country, almoft as 
‘ large as the reft of the Dominions of Europe put 
* together, furnifhes a confiderable Number of Men, 
¢ while in Proportion to its Extent it requires but a 
« {mall Number to defend it. ‘The Confequence then 
« is, that Armies formidable for their Number, may be 
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fent out of Ruffia, and as but a Handful of Men, 2 
Comparifon, is enough to fequre the Frontiers © 
Rutha from Infults, there will remain a ere 
Multitude of Subje@ts ready for sictton rg oc 
their Sovereign fhall pleale to command them. d 

Multitude would not have been formidable hereto ore, 
when the Men were ignorant of the Art of War; 
but now that Art is as much cultivated in Ruflia as any 
other whatfoever. We muift therefore expect tor the 
future fach a Conduét, and fuch'Talents as are proper 
for Conqueft, from a Nation which heretofore per. 
haps was capable of carrying her Projects by : . 
Numbers of its People, if fhe had then been capaole 
of forming Enterprifes. What Acquirements has 


to fay that the is improved one Half. What Incteaie 
is the not like to receive 50 Years hence ? As yet in- 
deed all its Inhabitants have not been able to apply to 
what is moft proper for them, and to chufe that State. 
in which their Genius may render them moft capable 
of fucceeding. This Nation therefore 1s far from 
being arrived at the higheft Pitch of Grandure to 
which fhe is capable of attaining ; but the Vigour 
with which fhe cultivates every thing that is capable 
of making her a flourifhing Nation, will infallibly 
bring her to it very foon. 

Another Paffage no lefs remarkable than the former, 
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and which we therefore think fit to take Notice of, is . 


that where the Author afferts, § That the Lofi of the 
© Dominions of Italy is no Diminution of the Power of the 
Emperor. In order to prove this, which, without 
fome Explanation, would feem a Paradox ; the Au- 
thor obferves, that the Strength of a Monarch does 
not confift in a great Extent of Country, but in the 
Supplies of Men and Money with which it furnifhes 
him. He pretends that Italy did not furnifh the 
Emperor with Money, or at leaft not enough to de- 
fray the Expences which the Prefervation of the 
Country required. He fays, that as the Italian Do- 
minions do not farnifh Soldiers, the Emperor was 
obliged to maintain numerous Garifons there, which 
weaken'd his other Dominions; and that his Troops 
fo {catter’d up and down as they were before, could 
not be fo proper for Aétion as they are now, when 
they are all united together for the Defence of thofe 
very Countries from whence he draws them.’ 

The Author of this Pamphlet is faid to be M. de 
Leftang, lately employ’d in Negociations at the RUffian 
Court 5 but be it fo or not, every Body agrees he is a 
Frenchman, and it muit be owned, that it comes very 
well out of the Mouth of a Frenchman, to alarm Europe 
with Fears of the Ruffian Grandeur, whilft the Houfe of 
Bourbon is making large Strides towards Univerfal Mo- 
narchy : But it feems to be a Jeft inftead of a Paradox, 
to aflert that the Emperor, by lofing his Italian Do- 
minions, has increafed his Strength.
